Custer’s Expedition 
‘In 1874°a government expedition 
“uster entered the 
Hills and made a camp that later 
became the town of Custer. With this 
expedition were two miners, Ross 


and McKay.. On July 27, 1874, on 
this same site, Horatio N. Ross dis- 
covered the-first placer gold in the 
Black —Tills 

News of the discovery traveled 
eastward and in the spring of 1875 
gold seekers flocked to the hills, in 
ox-drawn covered wagons, on horse- 
back and on foot. Shortly afterward 
the miners iaid. out*the town of 
Custer. In almost no time it had'a 
population of 7000. 

The Indians, realizing the value of 
the hunting grounds of which they 
were being deprived, became so hos- 
tile that in the autumn of 1875 the 
Government sent troops to remove 
the miners from the Hills until some 
agreement could be made with the 
Indians. They tried to buy the lands, 
but it was not until after the Battle 
of the Big Horn that the Govern- 
ment succeeded in forcing out the 
Sioux. A treaty was made with the! 
Indians th 1876 and the Hills opened 
to settlement. 


The Recorder’s Cave 


After the treaty had been made the 
gold miners poured in. A miners’ 
organization-was formed. They held 
their meetings in a cave near Custer. 
This was used as an office for re- 
cording claims as they were staked. 
The cave is now preserved and is 
visited by thousands annually. 

The Recorder in those days staked | 
out the claims, which were usually | 
300 feet long and reached from rim 
to rim. -The claims were numbered 
and recorded, and if any disputes 
arose a-miners’. meeting was called 
to settle them. A gold discoverer 
was entitled to two claims, ali other

Production Through the Years 

The placer deposits. which were 
easily mined soon became exhausted, 
but pther minerals were discovered 
which’ brought Custer and Hill, City 
again, into prominence. Mining 
slowly became systematized and to- 
day Lead, in the Blatk Hills, claims tc 
have the greatest mine in the world 
It is the. Homestake, which handle: 
each 24 hours 4000 tons of ore anc 
turns: out every week five bricks of 
solid gold valued at $25,000 each. 

The gold production of the Black 
Hills has been since 1876 one-seventh 
of the output of the United States. 

Among the most interesting re- 
minders. of. the old days aside-from 
Recorder’s Cave is the monument in 
Custer erected of native minerals and 
stones to Horatio N. Ross, and the 
log cabin which served as officers’ 
headquarters in the days of trouble 
with the Indians. 

Besides this interest of the gold 
days, the construction of-fine roads in 
the Black Hills is opening a great 
playground to the public, for Custer 
City is in the heart of the Harney 
National Forest of more than 500,000 
acres. Here are beautiful Sylvan 
Leke and the famous Needles, and 
above them Harney Peak, said to be 
the highest elevation in America east 
of the Rockies. On the top of the 
peak is a forest service lookout com- 
manding a view into the four states, 
South Dakota, Nebraska, Wyoming 
and Montana. 

Custer State Park is the play- 
ground of the region. South of:Cus- 
ter is the Wind Cave National Park. 
With such a wide variety of attrac- 
tions, roads are destined, it is be- 
lieved, to make the Black Hills one 
of the first tourist centers of the 


west.

The present demonstration farm 
covers 80 acres, for which a cash 
rent is paid; there are no orchards 
and berry patches and therefore no 
fruit; in-fact there is not much of 
anything but the land; it was neces- 
sary for the boys of the agricultural 
class to build a chicken house in 
order to have one; there was no feed 
ou hand for the livestock and 
chickens, which had to be bought 
also; in fact no farmer with small 
credit could have started with much 
leas.

fsrmerly lived on farms and ‘under- 
stood best what to buy. The board 
0. -éducation and the chamber of 
commerce éach loaned $600 to the 
demonstration farm fund, and all the 
original purchases were made out 
of this ia addition to the $300 cash 
rent for the land. . 

The farm started with 6 cows, 100 
hens, 1 sow and 2 head of horses. 
One of the main intentions of Beck 
and his committee associates. was to 
dumenstrate that “the cow, sow and 
hen” theory is correct. 

“We do not expéct to make any 
particular profit on the farm the 
first year,” Mr. Beck said, “but we 
are paying our way, are raising our 
feed, and we are well satisfied; we 
feel] that we have proved. that 
the demonstration farm is a success. 

“We haven't used all the 80 acres 
that we have rented; in fact, it is 
not necessary to have that much 
land; we believe the same thing can 
be accomplished on 40 acres: and in 
some instances 20. Just think what 
we could do if we owned the land 
and could plant an-orchard, have a 
berry patch and arrange for a con- 
siderable garden space. But we are 
demonstrating to the world that a 
man can go on a tract of rented land 
and by using scientific methods and 
@ little horse sense he can not only 
make a splendid living but he can 
always have something to sell. A 
fellow that has something to sell all 
the time is never hard up.”
